Eckertsau Castle is constructed of 
stone, surrounded by trees, and 
guarded by a few soldiers. The 
building dates from the twelfth cen- 
tury, but its interior was remodeled 
a ‘century ago and later handsomely 
furnished, so tW&Ethé’ castle now 
appears to be a luxurious country 
place. ‘ 

Wore Gencral’s niform. 

As the correspondent entercid the 
gates he was met by Capt. Scedank 
and conducted through a lofty hall 
to the second story, where he was 
received by the former Emperor. 
Charles worg.a General's uniform 
and was apparently vigorous, but 
lines about his blue eyes gave hints 
of the stress of recent days. He ap- 
peared to feel keenly the collapse of 
his empire, but he cordially greeted 
the correspondent. The former Em- 
peror spoke first in English and then 
lapsed into French. 

“T authorize the Associated Press 
to say that not a single day should 
be lost by America and the allies in 
helping the people here, so grave .is 
the situation,” he said. ‘During the 
war one of my pre-occupations was 
the task of obtaining food for the 
soldiers and people, but naw, not- 
withstanding all my efforts, itt is 
most distressing to find there is none 
left for them. If America and the 
allies do not recognize this fact, suf- 
fering here will be very great within 
a few weeks. Indeed, it is already 
so, and every day we do fot usc in 
the endeavor to get food is . day 
lost. 

“We have done our best and more 
cannot be done. If food and coal 
are not brought, we shall have 7 
order in Vienna, Possibly that. dis- 
order from Russia which we _ all 
Bolshevism will come. The people 
are fine, kind and patient, but when 


/ @nyone is without food, he is apt to 


do many unusua! and violent things 
Looking back, we may recall that 
Bolshevism started in Russia be- 
eause of the lack of food. I think it 
is in the interest of the allies to aid 
us, as Bolshevism, when started, may 
spread and become a danger to the 
allies too. 

. Ratlroads Badly Disorganizcd. 

“Our coal and food 
worse because of transportation con- 
ditions. The raijroads became badly 
disorganized latély. lam very glad 
to see an American, who represents 
a country which is working for 
peace. I have worked for peace al- 
ways. 

“Regarding the future—I cannot 
speak of the past-—I can only repéat 
that I fee! I did my duty. However, 
I do hope that peace will bring good 
fortune, happier days and a better 
understanding among all peoples." 

_ During the interview the former 
monarch did not show bitterness to- 
ward the alltes.or Alierica because 
of their military vVietory, though it 
may be inferred that he is heart- 
sore over the loss of his army and 
also over his failure to preserve his 
empire intact. He feels that the 
breaking up of the empire into small 
groups of nations t bound to bring 
efonomic and political disaster to 
all, and that some sort of a central 

ment is necetsary for their 
common interests.

Thanksgiving dinner for five per- 
sons this year will cost approximate- 
ly 75 cents more than it: did last 
year, $1.32 more than in 1916 and 
$1.74 more than in 1912, when prices 
were considered comparatively low. 
Prices quoted were obtained today 
at Union Market. Prices at uptown 
stores are a cent or two higher. Al- 
though turkey was selling today at 
42 cents a pound, it was said that 
the price might advance to 45 cents 
before Thanksgiving day. 

A plentiful dinner for five persons, 
based on prices quoted at Union 
Market, will cost about $4.79, or, 
possibly, $5, this year. A _ similar 
meal last Thanksgiving could be had 
fer $4.06. : 

The dinner on which this estimate 
is made includes turkey, sweet and 
Irish potatoes, cranberries, spinach, 
lettuce, turkey dressing, sliced to- 
matoés, peas, bread, butter, coffee 
and pumpkin pie. 

The Federal Food Administration 
suggests a menu excluding -such 
things as soup, nuts, fruit, celery 
and mince pie. It includes roast tu-- 
key,. chicken, duck, goose or game 
(if the State law permits), “with 
bread dressing (left-over dried 
bread) or Oriental stuffing, mashed 
potatoes, mashed turnips, baked to- 
matoes’ (home canned), cranberry 
sauce, lettuce or fruit salad, pump- 
kin pie or steamed pudding. 
Chickens today sold at 32 cents a 
pound, duck at 35 cents and goose 
at from 28 to 32 cents. Turnips 
were quoted at three pounds for 10 
cents. 

Rabbits and oysters are no higher 
this year than they were in 1917. 
Rabbits are 40 cents each and oy- 
sters 40 centS a quart. Cranberries, 
celery, tomatoes, lettuce and potatoes 
are selling at about the same price as 
last year. Tomatoes now are 5 cents 
each, whereas they sold at three for 
a dime in 1917.

Mixed Conferences Between 
Allies and Germany Con- 
tinue at Soa, With Discus- 
sions Often Lively. 


ALLIES PUT STOP TO

Paris Paper Says Overtures, 


Are Vain and That the Ar- 
mistice Clause Will Never

By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, Nov. 25.—The mixed con- 


ference between the allies and Ger- 
many continue at Spa, the former

| Peratively put a stop to recrimina- 
tions intended to reopen conversa- 
tions on the actual signing of the ar-

French, British and German dele- 
gates attend the meetings. Gen. Nu- 
dant represents Marshal Foch, with 
‘Commandant Sisteron,. as his assis- 
tant. Gen. von Winterfeldt is the 
| German military representative and | 
Mathias Erzberger, who also was a. 
'member of the German armistice | 
delegation, participates in most of! 
| the sessions. 

Meetings Animated. 

Some of the meetings are de-| 
scribed as having been very ani-| 
mated over the efforts of the Ger- | 
mans to obtain modification of the'| 
terms of the armistice. Marshal | 
Foch’s reply was a refusal to con-| 
sider a change and a dispatch from | 
Beale gives the text of the Marshal’s | 
reply, which says: | 

“No attention can be given to the | 
demands presented In Gen. von Win- | 
terfeldt’s letter of Nov. 21.” | 

The. joint Armistice Commission | 
meeting appears to be in accordance | 
with clause 34 of the armistice, | 
which admitted the principle of a | 
permanent international armistice | 
commission under the direction of | 
the allied military and naval chiefs. | 
While its duties are restricted to the 
execution of the armistice, it is one 
of the preliminaries which will 
merge later into the sessions of the: 
interallied conference and the peace 
congress. 


Life of Armistice. 
The armistice as a whole lasts 36) 
days from the date of the signing, 
Nov. 11, with the right of extension 
|and the right of denunciation on 48 
hours’ notice. The evacuation of 
| Alsace-Lorraine must be completed 
_by Nov. 26 and the withdrawal of the | 
| German troops from the Rhine coun- | 
| try designated in the armistice is 
| limited to Dec. 12. 

A renewal of the armistice prob- 
'ably will carry it beyond the opening 
| of the peace congress, when fuller 

consideration can be given to its 
| continuance. 

| The Matin states that it is able to! 
‘inform Dr. Solf, the German Foreign 
Secretary, that the overtures he has 
inspired at The Hague are vain and 
that the United States and the allied 
Governments will never modify the 
armistice clause.

Few Rifles Seen—Soldiers Call Officers “Com- 
rade’—City Outwardly Orderly—Red Flag 
on Every Auto—Hunger Stamp on People’s 
Faces—U. S. Regarded as Friend.

BERLIN, via Copenhagen, Nov. 24. 
—Coming here from Copenhagen, I 


was struck by the absence of rifles in 


favorable comparison to Russia, 
where rifles were under one’s nose 
continually. Obviously the soldiers 
wish to finish with rifles forever. I 
have not seen a dozen since I arrived 
in Berlin. These were in the hands 
of guards. 

I saw that six French soldiers, 
walking abreast in Unter den Linden, 
were hardly noticed. The hotels are 
full of former Ruhleben prisoners. 

Berlin impresses me as used up 
and its whole fabric of life worn 
thin. The people are not energetic, 


and the soldiers are with only one! the affairs of the Government, 


thought—and that is @o0 get home. 
Traffic wagons filled the chief 
streets, departing with equipment 
minus arms. 

My reception in Germany, despite 
my four years with the allies armies, 
was extremely cordial. I received the 
impressions that for the Germans the 
war is not only long over, but for- 
gotten in the midst of the merging 
political struggle between a constitu- 
ent assembly and the Soviet. 


Stamp of Hunger on Faces of Berlin 
Inhabitants. 


By the Associated Press, 
BERLIN, via Copenhagen, Satur- 


day, Nov. 23.—Strange are the expe- 


| riences of a traveler entering Ger- 
‘many after an absence of several 


years. Formerly there were many 
and varied governmental orders and 
restrictions to be obeyed. Nowadays, 
‘when you go to a post station, the 
|desk Sergeant will say sadly: 
are not required to register any long- 
er.”” They do not even look at your 
| passport. ' 

Another feature of the “new free- 
dom” in Germany which may sur- 
| prise the traveler is that the pri- 
vate soldier no longer salutes his su- 


perior officer. The soldier calls his 
officer “‘comrade.”’ 

Berlin outwardly is as orderly as 
ever, but order is no longer main- 
tained by policemen, but by soldiers 
with arm bands as the badge of of- 
fice. The picture is familiar to those 
who saw Petrograd during the Ke- 
rensky regime. Another ‘sight re- 
calling Petrograd are the military 
and royal automobiles—the latter 
still sounding the musical call de- 
noting the approach of royalty— 
which dash through the streets with 
loads of soldiers. 

The prevailing tone in Berlin is 
still military, but it is a militarism 
of privates and noncommissioned of- 
ficers. Their symbol is the red flag 
which waves above every great build- 
ing and from every automobile. As 


far as any participation in directing 
the 
Bourgeois citizens simply do not ex- 
ist. 

Hunger has set its unmistakable 
stamp on the inhabitants of the capi- 
tal. Here and there hollow cheeks, 
sunken eyes and pasty complexions 
are evidence of the privation of the 
last four years. Similar conditions 
could be observed two years earlier 
in the city’s poorer quarters, but 
today they prevail among nearly all 
classes. Delapidated street cars and 
cabs drawn by skeleton horses inten- 
sify the picture of misery. 

The United States ts regarded not 
only as not an enemy, but actually 
as a friend. Berlin residents hope- 
fully recall assurance of President 
Wilson that America does not intend 
to wine out the German people. 

Berlin, crushed, broken and dis- 
pirited by privations, has accepted

defeat with almost incredible apathy. 
It is demoralized, listless and hun- 
gry, even abject. It is primarily this 
apathy and the feeling that nothing 
matters which is playing into the 
hands of few energetic fanatics who 
constitute probably the gravest men- 
ace to the immediate future of the 


German people. 


COURT RULES POLL BOOK THEFT 
DID NOT VITIATE ELECTION 


| Judge Klene Refuses Mandamus for 
Certificate ok Election for Defcat- 
ed Candidate. 
Judge Klene, in the Circuit Court 
today, ruled that the theft of poll 
books in the ninth and tenth pre- 


'cincts of the Nineteenth Ward did 
‘not vitiate the election of Nov. 


5 in 
those precincts. He refused to grant 
a writ of mandamus against the 
Board of Police Commissioners to 
force them to issue a certificate of 
election to Charles S. Thompson, 
who was a Democratic candidate for 
Justice of the Peace in the Fifth | 
District. 

On the face of the returns, An- 
drew Gazzolo Jr., Democrat, and 
William J. Blesse, Republican, were 
elected Justices. Thompson alleged 
that if the vote in the precincts from 
which the books were stolen should 
} be thrown out It would be found 
that he had more votes than Blesse. 

In denying the mandamus, the 
Judge said the. theft of the regular 
polling books and the use of dupli- 
cate books would not vitiate an oth- 
erwise fairly conducted election, and 
he added that it would be “a burning 
shame in these days of high ideals” 
if the act of a thief could thwart the 
choice of the voters of the district. 

A similar application for a man- 
damus, filed by James J. Tracy, a 
Democratic candidate for Constable, 
is pending tn Judge Ferriss’ court.

PLAN FOR NAVY TO RUN 
ALL RADIO STATIONS 


Bill Before Congress Provides 
for Just Compensation to Hold- 
ers, and Service Open to All.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Hear- 


| ings will begin before the House 
| Merchant Marine Committee Dec. 
12 on an administration bill which 


provides for permanent Government 
control of radio communication 
through the purchase and operation 
of all shore stations in this country 
used for commercial purposes. 

The bill makes. provision for 
the handling of commercial business 
through the Federal plants, which 
would be operated by the Navy De- 
partment. Rates for such messages 
would be fixed by the Secretary of 
the Navy, who also would provide 
special rates for press dispatches.

STRASSBURG, Nov. 23. — The 
reoccupation of Alsace-Lorraine by 
the French troops has been accom- 
panied by growing enthusiasm on 
the part of the population in pro- 
portion as the forces penetrated fur- 
ther toward the Rhine. Nearest to 
the old German frontier the rejoicing 
is greatest and the manifestations 
most picturesque. 

After Chateau Salins, Metz and 
Saarburg in Lorraine and Mullhousen 
in Alsace, Colmar and Saverne (Za- 
bern) opened their arms and poured 
out their heartg to their “liberators”’ 
with an ardor That exceeded by far 
the welcome of Metz. All through 
the provinces the smallest villages 
und rural districts have shown par- 
ticularly that their loyalty to the 
French nation has been deepened 
rather than diminished b# their long 
separation. 

Zabern in Christmas Dress. 

Saverne, the small garrison town 
where a German Lieutenant devel- 
oped a sensational affair out of an 
insignificant chaffing incident in 
1913, had on its Christmas dress 
when Gen. Dupont arrived at the 
head of his troops. The streets had 


been planted on both sides with ever- 
ereens, and more bunting was flying 
than the entire region was supposed 
to possess after fours years of dearth 
of cloth of all sorts. 

Some of the tri-color flags that 
flew from the windows of the mod- 
est houses were made of stripes of 
calico; others were of silk, dating 
from the second empire, and brought 
from their hiding places, where they 
had evaded the German police for 
nearly 50 years. 

The famous old fortress of Phals- 
bourg. which stood sieges so valiant- 
ly before and during 1870, was als» 
ps blaze with red, white and blue, with 
the Stars and Stripes and the Brit- 
ish and other allied flags streaming 
nliongside the French. The country- 
tide farmhouses and small villages 
were gay with bunting, which was 
set off by the heavy frost that had 
whitened the housetops and the for- 
ests of the Vosges. 

Entire Population Out. 

In spite of the cold weather the 
entire population was out to meet 
the troops and remained out, after 
the column had passed, to greet ev- 
ery stray follower... In this region 
of Alsace where the German patois 
was supposed to be not only the prin- 
cipal, but almost the only tongue, 
French officers and men were every- 
where treated to the joyous surprise 
of being saluted in I’rench. It was 
not Parisian in its accent but quite 
understandable and uttered with a 
sincere emotion that provoked tears. 

The enthtisiasm of the troops grew 
with that of the population as they 
advanced towards the Rhine when 
Strassburg was reached by the ad- 
Vance guards yesterday afternoon 
came the climax of the celebration. 
The superb Alsatian capital was al- 
ready one fluttering mass of red, 
white and blue. No one was able 
to say just where all these flags came

More than 10,000' Americans are 
employed on the task of rebuilding 
the railroads across No Man’s Land 
northeast of Verdun, the Twenty- 
third Engineers’ regiment having 
charge of the work. Mile after mile 
of trackage has been destroyed by 
four years’ constant shelling, neces- 
sitating a new roadbed. 

West of the German lines the en- 
gineers began work on the day the 
armistice was signed, then when the 
American troops began their advance 
a week ago, the engineers rushed ad- 
ditional forces to carry out the re- 
construction work on the other side 
of the old German line. 

The most difficult task overcome 
by the Americans was the clearing 
of a tunnel two miles from Verdun, 
in the region of Fort de la Vannes. 
The tunnel was used by the French 
as a smelter during the siege of Ver- 
dun. In the early days of the war 
800 soldiers were killed in the tunnel 
by an explosion which, it was re- 
ported, was caused by a mule kicking 
a case of ammunition. 

Germans Tried to Seal It Up. 

The German artillery for years 
pounded both ends of the tunnel in 
an endeavor to seal up this impor- 
tant aid to the French defenders of 
Verdun. Consequently, the roadbed 
at either end was covered 10 _ feet 
deep at places with earth and rocks 
thrown up by the shells. 

The completed line leads northeast 
to Etain, thence to Conflans, where 
it connects with Mezieres, Sedan, 
Montmedy anu Metz, one of Ger- 
many’s main line of communication 
during the war. From Conflans the 
line connects with several lines ex- 
tending northward to Luxemburg. 

The American forces resting Sun- 
day along the German ffontier spent 
their spare time at various points 
watching the Germans opposite 
them. In. numerous instances the 
Germans waved farewell when their 
detachments started on their home- 
ward march. 

German Soldiers With Red Flags. 

Reports of rioting continue to 
reach American headquarters from 
various sources. One report was to 
the effect that a German Colonel ha'l 
been dragged from his horse by sol- 
diers and beaten severely. Before 
crossing from Luxemburg many of 
the privates told the Luxemburgers 
that when they reached Germany 
they would decline to obey their of- 
ficers, do as they please, and if tak- 
en to task by their officers troubiec 
would result.

The American Signal 


Position of Our Forces on German 
Border Saturday Night. 
By the Agsociated Press. 

AMERICAN ARMY OF OCCUPA- 
TION, Saturday, Nov. 23.—The front 
lines of the American army of occu- 
pation tonight rested along the Lux- 
emburg-German border on the Sauer 
River and thence along the Moselle 
River to the region east of Remich. 
The American army will mark time 
until further orders. At least three 
or four days are expected to pass be- 
fore the next move is made toward 
the German border. 

The German frontier was crossed 
at several places today by American 
signal corps units an dambulance 
workers. Short trips were made into 
Rhenish Prussia where the inhabi- 
tants are reported to have shown 
the Americans every consideration. 

The Germans apparently are with- 
drawing according to schedule. Re- 
ports reaching the Third Army to- 
day were that the Germans every- 
where were whistling and singing as 
they marched. The general line of 
the German withdrawal is along the 
Perl-Saarburg road. The southern 
limit of the Fifth German Army is 
reported to be the line of Sierck- 
Thionville. 

Several instances are reported 
where Americans encountered Ger- 
mans along the roadways and each 
time the Germans showed the Amer- 
icans every courtesy. While an 
American officer in an automotl-ile 
ras riding along the Remich-Treves 
road, east of the Moselle, he encoun- 
German troops marching 
northward.

icans. Owing to the’ shortage of 
horses the Germans are using oxen 


to haul their supplies and some ar- 
tillery. 


Barriers Beyond Verdun Destroyed. 
American forces have completed 
the task of demolishing the barriers 
which guarded the old German front 
east of Verdtin. The last barrier 
thus encountered consisted of rein- 
forced concrete pillars stretching 
along the old front for a distance of 
two miles. The pillars were three 
feet apart at the roads and 50 feet 
apart across the country. They were 
connected by two-inch cables. 
When the Americans crossed the 
front lines last Sunday the advancéd 
guards were halted only a few min- 
utes by the barriers. Engineers 
quickly placed a few charges of dy- 
namite under each pillar, which 
made the roads passable.

The paper adds that Premier 
Clemenceau will go to London Dec. 4. 
Marshal! Foch’s refusal to accede to 
the protestations of the German del- 
egates, according to the Matin, will 
apply to all proposals in the future. 

The conferences on the prelimi- 
fiaries of peace probably will be 
held in Paris instead of Versailles, 
owing to the superior accommoda- 
tions and conveniences in the capi- 
tal. Only the formal sessions at con- 
cluding stages will be held at Ver- 
sailles. 

Restriction of the submarine oper- 
ations against merchant ships so as 
to prevent attacks like that against 
the Lusitania doubtlessly will be pro- 
posed in the discussion by the peace 
congress of the “freedom of the 
seas” question. 

It is the view of leading naval au- 
thorities who have examined this 
branch of the subject that subma- 
rine operations should be limited to 
attacking warships forming: the reg- 
ular part of a navy. Attacks would 
be prohibited against merchant 
ships, either passenger or freight, 
and whether armed defensively or 
otherwise. Acording to this view 
submarines would continue to be an 
arm of a naval service, but their use 


Ewould be confined strictly to naval 


warfare. 
In Formative State. 

This and many other subjects to 
come before the peace congress are 
now in a formative state, as it will 
be some time, perhaps a fortnight, 
before the regular sittings 
inter-allied conferencés are resumed 
to arrange the preliminaries of the 
congress. 

In the meantime, none of the 
British, Italian or other foreign dele- 
gates are here, except E. M. House, 
the American representative to the 


conference, who is confined to his 


bed with the grippe. Several mem- 
bers of his staff also are down with 
the prevailing epidemic. 

But those charged with the pre- 
liminarres are going ahead and dip- 
lomatiec circles are actively discussing 
various phases of the big questions 
to come before the congress. 

According to information from one

Premier Clemenceau'’s intended 
visit to London early in December 
doubtless will give him an oppor- 
tunity to discuss a number of the 
more important issues to come be- 
fore the inter-allied conference and 
the peace congress with Premier 
Lloyd-George, A. J. Balfour, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and other 
British leaders who are detained in 
England by the election campaign. 

Announcement of the Premier's in- 
tention to go to England follows the 
visit to Paris of Paul Cambon., 
French Ambassador to Great Britain. 
who is believed to have acquainted 
the authorities here with the pre- 
vailing British sentiment on the main 
points under discussion. 

While there has been no authori- 
tative announcement, it is understood 
that a considerable advance has been 
made jn @iscussing preliminary de- 
tails and that a very thorough exam- 
ination now is going on concerning 
all questions likely to come before 
the conference and the congress, par- 
ticularly economic suggestions an 
the reservations made by the allies 
in accepting President Wilson's 14 
points as the terms upon which peace 
could be made. 

The economic questions are assum- 
ing a marked prominence since the 
announcement that an American 
party, including a large staff of eco- 
nomic and shipping experts, was 
coming to Paris, and the presence On 
this side of Edward N. Hurley and 
other American economic and ship- 
ping authorities, 

The main discussions appear to 
center around President Wilson's 
third point, which was accepted 
without reservation by the allies, pro- 
viding for a removal so far as pos- 
sible, of all economic barriers. Pre- 
vious to this the allied economic 
congress held in Paris two years ago 
provided for an economic boycott 
against the Central Powers for five 
}years after the conclusion of the war 
and for special trade facilities be- 
tween the allied countries, their col- 
onies and neutrals. 

This preceded America’s entrance 
into the war and the United States 
did not subscribe to the proposed re- 
strictions. Little has been heard since 
that time about putting into effect 
the decision of economic congress 
and the acceptance of President Wil- 
son's third point by the allies ap-j. 
pears to substitute the principle of 
the removal of economic barriers for 
the previous one of exclusion. 


Question of Frecdom of Seas. 

The growth of American shipping 
during the war is another economic 
question which is being discussed 
widely. Some newspapers take the 
view that it will present questions of 
adopting America’s higher standard 
of wages to seamen and of giving 
America its proportion of the world's 
carrying trade. How far such ques- 
tions will come before the congress 
are not clear; but Premier Clemen- 
ceau's dttitude toward the labor del- 
egates who visited him concerning a 
labor meeting simultaneously with 
the peace congress leans to the be- 
lief that they will have as much 
prominence in the conference as po- 
litical and territorial questions. 

Freedom of the seas and compen- 
sation by Germany for all dam- 
ages suffered by the allies are two 
questions for further discussion and 
determination. 


Concerning freedom of the seas, 
the tendency in Amer:can quarters is 
to obtain a change in the present in- 
ternational practice by which bellig- 
erents have virtually taken control 
of the seagoing’ traffic on the out- 
break of war as it is maintained that 
the neutrals would be the ones to 
profiit by keeping out of war and 
leaving their ocean shipping to move 
without interference from the bellig- 
erents. But as this neutral shipping 
might be used fo carry ammunition 
and other war supplies, it is said 
that some voluntary agreement 
would also be necessary, pledging all 
nations not to furnish war supplies to

IVIL WAR between Ohio and 
Crew York raged last night at the 

American Theater in ‘‘The Coun- 
try Cousin,” by Booth ‘Tarkington 
and Julian Street; and the way right- 
eous and virile Centerville mopped 
up decadent, iniquitous Manhattan 
was piteous to behold. Some have 
fancied that, of the two. distin- 
guished collaborators, the Hoosier 
novelist supplied the rural scenes and 
characters, while Street, being pre- 
sumably more sophisticated, was re- 
sponsible for the Eastern persons 
and episodes. It would be more 
plausible to suppose that this is New 
York as visioned from the guileless 
innocency of Indianapolis, and Ohio 
as surveyed by the somewhat Sar- 
donic glance of that pungent Goth- 
amite, Mr. Street. 

President Wilson and Col. Roose- 
velt, at odds in everything else, have 
united to praise “The Country 
Cousin.” The President, after see- 
ing a periviimance in Washingten, 
wrote one of his ‘‘May I not?” letters 
to Miss Alexandra Carlisle, the star 
of the cast, congratulating her “on 
doing admirably well a thing that 
was thoroughly worth doing.’ The 
Colonel, at the first New York pro- 
duction, was moved to rise in his box 
and lecture the audience to the ef- 
fect that if we had universal com- 
pulsory military training there would 
be fewer mollycoddles like those of 
the play. 

Despite such eminent sponsorship, 
one can scarcely blind himself to 
the fact that this play has the de- 
fects as well as merits of other Tark- 
ington dramas; as in “Seventeen” 
and “‘Mister Antonio’’ we have one 
character—that of the rustic cousin 
in this case—elaborated with a 
wealth of human detail, while the 
others are either caricatures or non- 
enties and layfigures.

THOMAS A. SHERWOOD, 
FORMER JUDGE, DES 


Missouri Supreme Justice for 30 
Years, He Wrote Many Im- 
portant Opinions. 


Thomas A. Sherwood, 84 years old, 
for 30 years a Justice of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, died of pneu- 
monia Saturday in Long Beach, Cal., 
where he had resided at the home 
of a son, Roderick Sherwood, for 
more than 10 years. Mrs. George 
B. Webster of 5831 Cabanne avenue 
|is his daughter. 

Judge Sherwood was born in Ea- 
tonton, Ga., June 2, 1834, and was 
educated in Mercer University, Geor- 
gia, and Shurtleff College, Upper Al- 
ton, Ijl. He came to Missouri in 
1852, residing for a time in St. Louis 
and later practicing law in Mount 
Vernon, Lawrence County. When 
elected to the Supreme Court in 1872 
he was practicing in Springfield. 

Killed Tax on Whisky. 

He was re-elected to the Court in 
1882 and in 1892 and sought renom- 
ination at the Democratic State Ju- 


dicial Convention in Springfield in). 


1902, but was defeated after a riot- 
ous, all-night session, in which he 
had waged against him the political 
powers of the State administration, 
which had failed in an attempt to 
| control one of his decisions as Su- 
eget Judge. 

The administration wanted the 
‘court to uphold a tax of 10 cents a 
gallon on whisky. Judge Sherwood 
was said to have been approached by 
a State official who sought to induce 
| him to change his view that the 
| whisky tax was unconstitutional. The 
| Judge ordered the official from his 
‘office, and was punished by being 
refused renomination. 

Judge for 30 Years. 

In the 30 years on the bench Judge 
Sherwood wrote the opinions in 
many cases. Because of his: partic- 
ular knowledge of criminal law, he 
usually was assigned the important 
criminal cases, one of the most wide- 
ly known being that of Arthur 
Duestrow, son -of -a wealthy St. 
Louisan, who murdered his wife and 
baby. Duestrow was sentenced to 
Judge Sherwood wrote 
an opinion sustaining the verdict. 

After retiring from the bench 
Judge Sherwood resided for a time 
in St. Louis, and then went to Cali- 
fornia. In addition to his daughter, 
Mrs. Webster, and his son, Roderick, 
he is survived by his widow and two 
other daughters, Mrs. Edward Finch 
of Springfield, Mo., and Mrs. Kath- 
erine Montani of Philadelphia.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—The New 
York World today prints the second 
of a series of articles by Louis Sei- 
bold, a noted political writer, show- 
ing the cost of the war to the Gov- 
ernment and the people and the ex- 
tent and effects of profiteering. 

In this second article Siebold 
shows the enormous profits made 
by flour millers, producers and man- 
ufacturers of metal articles, oil and 
other products, as revealed by the 


investigation of the Federal Trade 
Commission. He shows that .he 
most startling feature of the making 
of war profits was “the trade ten- 
dency to increase and maintain 
prices against the forces of competi- 
tion.”’ 

Heavy profits were made by low- 
cost concerns under a governmental- 
fixed price for the whole country 
and there was further profiteerirg 
through the payment of extraordi- 
nary salaries and bonuses to execu- 
tives of corporations, so as to in- 
crease the apparent cost of operation, 
the payment of which was guaran- 
teed by the Government.

In this connection Seibold cites 
the Trade Commission’s rigures tc 
show the salaries and bonuses paid 
to some of the chief officers of the 
American Metal Co. Ltd. as follows:

the people In a war geography 
bulletin issued the National Geo- 
graphic Society gives an interesting 
and accurate picture of the Ukrain- 
ians and the land they inhabit, which 
probably will figure prominently in 
peace negotiations. The bulletin, 
which is based on a communication 
to the society from Nevin O. Win- 
ter, says: 

“What is the Ukraine? This is one 
of the many questions that people 
are asking today. The Poles and the 
Lithuanians of a few centuries ago 
knew well this most turbulent sec- 
tion over which they attempted to 
rule, and imperial Russia for a long 
time was greatly troubled by this 
very unruly part of her expansive 
domain. The Tartars and the Turks 
felt its proximity because of the 
many raids made upon them by the 
wild warriors of the steppes. 

“In recent years the Ukraine has 


quieted down, so that the casual 
students of today hardly realized that 
there was such a distinctive section 
left, living in the belief that the Slavs 
of the Ukraine, or Littlel Russia, as 
it is better known, had become thor- 
oughly amalgamated with the Great 
Russians of the Petrograd and Mos- 
cow sections. The events of the last 
few months, however, have revealed 
the real situation. 
Fed Ancient Greece. 

“The Ukraine has had a trouble- 
some career. The wild Scythians 
helped to feed ancient Greece and 
her colonies from these same end- 
less steppes whence Germany expect- 
ed to draw sustenance. A thousand 
years ago Kiev was already becom- 
ing an important place. When the 
Saxons still ruled England, in the 
long ago, the banks of the Dnieper 
were a meeting place for many races, 
drawn thither by commerce. Re- 
ligious differences had not yet aris- 
en, for all were worshippers of idols. 
Even then a Slav people were safely 
established here, sowing and reaping 
their harvests and sending their sur- 
plus grain down this river to the 
Black Sea. 

“The name Ukraine means ‘border 
marches.’ For centuries it was the 
bulwark that protected Poland and 
Lithuania from th: Tartars, Turks 
and other migrating Orientals. Asa 
result it has had cruel taskmasters. 

“Tre native population was largely 
Cossacks—a wild and unruly people 
at that time. They were not origi- 
nally a tribe, but were men who went 
forth into the wilderness to find 
freedom. The vast steppes, covered 
with grass to the height of a horse, 
within which a multitude of game 
lurked, lured them on. 

“As any member of the tribe could 
be elevated to the highest office, it 
permitted each one to aspire to this 
dignity. The highest official was 
known as the ‘hetman.’ If unpopu- 
lar, he was sometimes choked to 
death—an effective, if cruel, dis- 
placement. 

“The Ukraine’s experience with. 
war and disaster would long ago 
have broken the spirit of a race gift- 
ed with less elastic temperament. 
There are elements in his tempera- 


ment that enable him to stand much | 


oppression without revolt. 

“The ‘Little Russians’ have worked 
hard and fought hard, and they have 
emerged a fairly united and still vig- 
orous people. The population in- 
creases more steadily than that of 
Great Russia, as the people

‘Besides, the purpose of Thanksgiving 
day this year is too imposing, too sol- 
emn, too dignified to be made the oc- 
cagion for a “grand scramble” at the Ca- 
thedral, Armory or Coliseum. 

_It will be found far more satisfactory, 
if not quite so spectacular, to have each 
church hold its own service, or as many 
as are needed to accommodate its peo- 
ple, for in this way, hundreds can and 
will embrace the opportunity—in com- 
fort and in reverence too—for the one 
who could attend the proposed union 
service—in discomfort and distraction. 

_ St. Mark’s will have three services that 
“morning—that at 9 o’clock embracing 
all the ceremonial of a solemn high mass 
will be preceded by a dignified procession 
of the mothers and fathers or next of 
kin of the 300 St. Mark’s boys in uni- 
form; the place of honor in that proces- 
sion and in the’ church is to be held 
by the mother of Mark Scarry and the 
sister of Joseph Smith, who will each 
carry a banner bearing a golden star;

The league banded together for self-defense and to 
promote the common interest in justice and liberty 
has proved conclusively that nations can act unitedly 
and effectively for a common purpose. Agreeing upon 
certain definite common aims, this league has achieved 
practical unity in the processes by which these aims 
were to be realized—unity of command and harmony of 
action. 

Having achieved the purpose of crushing the military 
power and defeating the brutal ambitions of combined 


autocracy, it seeks to preserve the fruits of the war by. 


a league to check international aggressions which make 
for war, to build up a system of international law and 
fair dealing and thus prevent future wars. 

In short, the object of the league is to reform interna- 
tional relations and the morality of states which foment 
national greeds and frictions provoking wars. , Hitherto 
in large measure states have been organized and directed 
for plunder and the defense of plunder. Their will has 
been supreme and their special interests paramount to 
all other interests and to all rights of other nations. Ger- 
many has frankly avowed primitive savage morality as 
the rule of the state, and the great war was fought out 
on this issue. 

It is necessary to inject the ethics which govern indi- 
viduals within civilized states into the relations of 
states themselves; to substitute the reign of law for the 
reign of lust. This must be done if the world is to be 
redeemed from the rule of might over right and the 
arbitrament of the sword. 

In defining its victory program the League to Enforce 
Peace has outlined several steps which the allied free na- 
tions should take to insure the fruits of the war against 
war. Proceeding on the principle of international co- 
operation in which the security of each nation will rest 
upon the strength of the whole league, the program in- 
cludes four correlating points: 

1. An impartial tribunal to decide justiciable questions 
with power to enforce its decisions. 

2. A council of conciliation and mediation to investi- 
gation nonjusticiable questions and, failing reconcilia- 
tion between the nations concerned, to make recommen- 
dations to the league which shall decide upon action. 

3. An administrative organization to conduct common 
interests and to promote progress and defend the league 
from inimical forces, without recourse to war. 

4. A representative congress to formulate and codify 
rules of international law and to consider any matter 
affecting the tranquility of the world and the better- 
ment of human relations. 

5. An executive body empowered to speak with author- 
ity and to act when the peace of the world is endan- 
gered. 

This program does not assume that the world can be 
made over by fiat or that international relations can be 
reformed immediately by a league of nations, but it 
does assume the capacity of mankind to develop on bet- 
ter lines and the possibility of redeeming the world 
from the rule of might in international dealings. It as- 
sumes that nations, like individuals, can be brought 
under rules of law and equity. 

Surely there is nothing in this experiment in progress 
to be feared nearly so much as the continuance of the 
armed truce with national bandits which has brought 
so much bloodshed and misery upon mankind. 
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GOV. GAREDNER’S NEXT MESSAGE. 


The outline which the Post-Dispatch was enabled to 
print of Gov. Gardner’s message to the next Legizlature 
includes a recommendation for a constitutional conven- 
tion. “It is time,”’ Gov. Gardner says, “to give Missouri 
& man-size suit of new clothes.” The advance publicity 
given to the plan for a special effort in this important 
direction will permit of ample time in which to organize 
the sentiment of the State in behalf of a new Constitu- 
tion. Illinois has just authorized a similar convention 
by a great majority. By the time the Missouri egisla- 
ture is prepared to take action on the measure the Gov- 
cinor plans to submit, Illinois will be electing delegates 
to revise its ancient instrument. That the force of this 
near-by example will be lost on Missouri, where the need 
because of long past delay is as great, is hardly possible. 

The 15 points summarized in the forthcoming message 
include such excellent recommendations as those for en- 
acting a workers’ compensation law and for reimbursing 
the State Council of Defense for the $100,000 it las spent 
in war measures. Pending the calling of a convention, 
the adoption of two constitutional amendments is urged. 
One would withdraw from aliens the privilege of voting 
on their first papers. This privilege involves a danger in 
war which should be removed by orderly change in the 
law, not by technical constructions by legal officers. The 
second would give the vote to women, a measure of jus- 
tice that should not be delayed in Missouri a moment 
beyond the time needed for compliance with the neces- 
sary preliminaries.

We welcome Mr. Henry Ford, new editor of the Dear- 
born Weekly Independent, to the ranks of a useful pro 
fession in which opportunity is often given to rise. To 
devote himself exclusively to this enterprise, he gives up 
all direct responsibility for every other business, wherein 
he shows an excellent judgment which we hope will not 
suffer impairment in the further conduct of the Inde 
pendent. Journalism continues unchangeably a jealous 
mistress. Mr. Ford joins us at a time when the high 
cost of print paper and a multitude of other adverse con- 
ditions militate against the higher pecuniary success in 
newspaperdom, but unless the profits from his motor car 
and tractor interests diminish alarmingly under their 
new management, we are confident that they will pro- 
vide ample funds during a long period for a newspaper 
exploiting personal ideas and pet fancies. Obvious dan- 
gers of course are that he may introduce in his paper 
the standardizing processes of his other manufactures 
and that he may decide later that a mere weekly does 
not give him a whack at the public often enough.

SELF-RULE ON A LARGE SCALE. 
From the New York Werld. 

O Senator Reed of Missouri belongs 

the distinction of discovering in the 
proposed League of Nations to enforce 
peace, a treasonable conspiracy against 
the honor and interests of the United 
States. 

If the Senator can be made to under- 
stand that the League of Nations is not 
altogether a hallucination but a practi- 
cal conception of international action 
which is soberly indorsed by many far- 
seeing men, he will realize that every 
one of his objections has been or will 
be answered. We hesitate to assume that 
Mr. Reed has intentionally misrepresent- 
ed the plan which he assails, but, plainly 
enough, he is ill-informed as to its inspir- 
ation and purpose. 

A League of Nations has always been 
predicted upon the disappearance of au- 
tocracy, which has been the parent of 
aggression and strife. 
autocrats has gone, and the monarchs of 
whom Mr. Reed stands in such fear have 
less actual power than the governor of 
an American Commonwealth. 

How a League of Nations would arrive 
at its conclusions and enforce them 
against offenders has not yet been 
worked out, but we think it must be 
taken for granted that before such an 
organization can be effected the purpbdse 
of the world to maintain peace and jus- 
tice will be made known beyond a per- 
adventure, and that, with that common 
aim once established, the method by 
which it is to be attained will be reached 
without much difficulty. After all, it is 
nothing but democratic self-government 
on a large scale. 

In other words, a League of Nations 
presupposes a membership of free and 
civilized and not enslaved and savage na- 
tions. It must rest also to some extent 
upon mutual respect and confidence. To 
be effective it must include every consid- 
erable nation. Its success will depend 
more upon the principles of its members 
than upon any measures of disarmament, 
although it is expected, of course, that 
in time the great war machines of the 
present day will be seen no more. 

Such a League of Nations as most peo- 
ple have in mind will not execute its de- 
crees with the sword, and so Mr. Reed's 
hideous dream‘ that a Germany may in 


time lead an overpowering international 
ferce against the United States falls to 
the ground. Its discipline in the first 
instance will be commercial and finan- 
cial. No unruly government can long 
survive an international boycott. None 
but unruly people need fear anything 
more drastic than that. 

A League of Nations to enforce peace 
should be no more terrible to well-dis- 
posed nations than the rule of law to 
communities long subject to assassins, 
mobs and lynchers. 
this truth might appeal to Mr. Reed as a 
distinguished member of the bar, even if 
he were not a Senator of the United 
States,

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League of Free Nati 


Tribunal, Council of Conciliation, Adm 

tive Organization, Representative Congress — 

and Executive Body Urged as . 
Necessary Departments.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The 


League to Enforce Peace announced 
here last night its victory program. 
It calls for the formation at the 
coming peace congress of a league 
of free nations possessing judicial, 
administrative and executive powers 


and functions which would be so 
administered as to guarantee a per- 
manent peace. 

The program which, it was an- 
nounced, already had béen adopted 
by the New York League of Free 
Nations Association, as well as the 
League to Enforce Peace, was draft- 
ed by a special committee, of which 
William H. Taft, president of the 
league, was chairman. 

Other members of the committee 
were A. Lawrence Lowell, president 
of Harvard University; Oscar  S8. 
Straus, former Minister to Turkey, 
Theodore Marburg, former Minister 
to Belgium; Hamilton Holt, Talcott 
Williams and William H. Short of 
New York and Glenn Frank of Bos- 
ton, 

In announcing the program, which 
is to be submitted for consideration 
and indorsement by all organizations 
and persons favoring international 
reconstruction, the league made it 
plain that the program did not at- 
tempt to solve the detatis of world 
organization, but suggested the prin- 
ciples merely as a basis for discus- 
sion and criticism. 

Text of Platform. 

The league’s platform follows: 

‘The war now happily brought to 
a close has been above all a war 
to end war, but in order to insure the 
fruits of victory and to prevent the 
recutrence of such a_ catastrophe, 
there should be formed a league of 
free nations, as universal as possible, 
based upon treaty and pledged that 
the security of each state shall rest 
upon the strength of the whole. The 
initiating nucleus of the member- 
ship of the league should be the na- 
tions associated as belligerents in 
winning the war. 

“The league should aim at pro- 
moting the liberty, progress and fair 
economic opportunity of all nations 
and the orderly development of the 
world. 

“It should insure peace by elimi- 
nating causes of dissension, by de- 
ciding controversies by peaceable 
means and by unting the potential 
force of all the members as a stand- 
ing menace against any nation that 
seeks to upset the peace of the 
world. 

“The advantage of membership in 
the league, both economically and 
from the point of view of security 
should be so clear that all nations 
will desire to be members of it. 


“For this purpose it is necessary 
to create: : 

“1. For the decision of justiceable _ 
controversies an impartial tribunal 
whose jurisdiction shal: not de- 
pend upon assent of the parties 
to the controversy, provision to be 
made for enforcing its decisions. 

“2. For the questions that are. 
not justiceable in their character,a » 
council of conciliation, as media- 
tor, which shall hear, consider and 
make recommendations, and, fali- 
ing, acquiescnee by the parties con- ' 
cerned, the league shal) deter- 
mine what action, if any, shall be — 
taken. 

“3. An administrative organiza- 
tion for the conduct of affairs of | 
common interest, the protection 
and care of backward and 
internationalized places, and such 
matters as have been fointly ad- 
ministered before and during the 
war. We hold that this object 
must be attained by methods and 
through machinery that will in- 
sure both stability and progress, 
preventing on the one hand any 
crystallization of the status quo 
that will defeat the forces of 
healthy growth and change, and | 
providing, on the other hand, a4 
way by which progress can be se- 
cured and necessary change ef- 
fected without recourse to war. 

“4. A representative Congréss to 
formulate rules of int 
law; to inspect the work of ad« 
ministrative bodies and to con- 
sider any matter affecting the 
tranquillity of the world ‘or the 
progress or betterment of human 
relations. Its deliberations should 
be public. 

“5. An executive body, able to 
speak with authority in the name ~ 
of the nations represented and te 
act in case the peace of the world 
is endangered. , ; 

Basis of Represcntation. 

“The representatives of the diffe 
ent nations in the league shoyld 
in proportion to the responsibil 
and obligations they assume, , 
rules of international law should ne 
be defeated for lack of unanimity. 

“A resort by force by any ft 
should be prevented by a solem 
agreement that any aggression 
be met immediately by such an ¢ 
whelming economic and m 
force that it will not be- attempted. 

“No member of the league show 

make any other offensive or ¢ 
sive treaty or alliance and all trea- 
ties of whatever nature made by any 
member of the league should at once 
be made public. 

“Such a league must be formed at
